The need of a health department 
in Lake County was stressed Mon- 
day evening by Jacob Rapolz, Wau- 
kegan, in his talk before the Anti- 
och Parent Teacher association at 
the Antioch Grade school. 

More than 100 parents and teach- 
ers attended the meeting which was 
the first of the new year. 

Rapolz, who is aided in the cam- / 
paign to establish a county health 
department in Lake county, showed 
a film entitled "Community Health 
in Action," showing how a board 
would operate. 

He said that a healt hhoard com- 
prises qualified personnel of doc- 
tors, dentists, and laymen. Purpose 
of 'the board, he«said, is to uphold 
federal, state, and county health 
laws, and to help solve problems in 
regard to industrial growth. 

"It has been estimated fhat in 
Lake county the tax levy would be 
approximately 22% cents per $1,000 
assessed* "valuation of the taxable J 
property," said Rapolz. "For every 
90 cents the county pays the state 
would pay 30 cents.*' 

The seven services of the health 
department are: 

1. Keeps accurate records. 

2. Control of communicable dis- 
eases. ■ ' .• 

3. Enforces sanitary conditions. 
.4. Provides parental clinics and 

child health programs. 

5. Provides testing laboratories. 

6. Provides health education. 

7. Provides chronic disease clin- 
ics.

. 'Economic Highlights 

"In his address at the conference of American 
presidents held in Panama ... President Eisenhower 
put his finger on the basic problem that confronts 
out neighbor nations to the south," says columnist 
Barnet Nover. "That problem is how most effective- 
ly and speedily to develop the economic resources of 
Latwv America in a manner capable of improving the 
lot of its people." 

U. S. News and World Report, in an article on 
the significance of Mr, Eisenhower's trip to Panama, 
writes: "Latin America is entering a period of tre- 
mendous growth in which U. S. trade and capital are 
playing major roles. In the years just ahead, Latin 
Amorica is expected to develop economically much 
faster than Asia .or Africa." 

This magazine also says there is a feeling in Latin 
America that the U. S. government, due to its pre- 
occupation with Europe and Asia, has neglected this 
rich sector of the world, and that "Mr. Eisenhower 
came ; ,to .Panama in> an effort to erase this feeling of 
neglect." 

In any event, changes which can accurately be 
described as revolutionary are now under way or in 
prospect south 1 of the American border. Latin 
America is enormously rich in" natural resources of 
a great many kinds. For the most part, these are 
pretty well untapped. But that will not be the case 
much longer. 

U. S. News sums up what is going on. In 20 
yoars, trade between this country and Latin, Amer- 
ica has increased 500 per cant, to $7 billion a year. 
Industrialization of the Latin American countries is 
growing very rapidly- 1 — in four years production has 
increased 20 per cent. This is being accomplished 
to a largo extent with U. S. private investments. 

These private investments, the magazine says, 
are responsible for- about 10 per cent of all production 
in those countries. The invested sums are impres- 
sive by any standard— almost $2 billion in oil; $1.3 



billion in manufacturing; $1.1 billion in utilities; $1 
billion in miming and smelting, and so on. 

That flow of money southward is increasing— as 
is the flow from agencies such as the U. S. ExportV 
Import Bank and the World Bank. In Mexico, many' 
millions are now going into stores, factories, rail- 
roads, power plants. Cuba is in the midst of an oil 
boom. A huge steel mill is being built "hv Argentina. 
Guatemala's timber reserves are being developed. 
A $200 million copper development Is in the works 
irv Peru, along with stepped-up oil industries. , : 

Tourist business is destined to loom much larger 
in the -future. The great Inter- American Highway 
is now in high gear. By 1959, it is expected, U, S. 
tourists will be able to drive as far as the Canal Zone. 

At Panama, President Eisenhower proposed the 
establishment of a committee which would deal with 
matters and problems affecting the common interests 
of all the countries of this hemisphere. The ground- 
work certainly exists for building hemispheric soli- 
darity and understanding to an extent which has no 
past precedent. ,

Gasoline, seat coverings, tires, glass cleaners, 
asphalt drives, polishes— oil is in them all. 

Finally, oil plays a major role in the green- 
thumb department — the garden. Here the list in- 
cludes weed killers, plant -foods, hoses, aind so on. 

Add it all up — and it comes out to the fact that 
oil products, and modern living are just about syn-

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Matrimonial State 
Enjoying Greater 
Popularity today 

NEW YORK— One of the most 
popular states in the Union these 
days is the State of Matrimony— 
with more people getting married, 
and getting married at an earlier 
age in life. Currently about half 
the men who eventually marry do 
so before age 23; for women the 
median age at first marriage is 
about 20 years. 

The total number of married 
people in the country's population 
has climbed to a record high of- 
81% million, which compares with 
75 million In 1950, and GOV* million 
in 1040. 

At present almost 70 per cent of 
the population at ages 15 and over 
is married, whereas for the dec- 
ades prior to World War II the 
proportion was at most little more 
than CO per cent, according to re- 
ports based largely on Bureau of 
Census data. The increase in the 
married proportion of the popula- 
tion has been considerably more 
since 1940 than in the preceding 
half century. 

Among men at ages 20-24 years 

the proportion married has almost 

doubled between 1940 and 1955 — 

increasing from 27 per cent to 51 

■ per cent. 

The recent growth of our mar- 
ried population, it is pointed out, 
has resulted mainly from the rec- 
ord high number of marriages dur- 
ing and following World War II, 
and particularly from a marked 
rise in the marriage rate at the 
younger ages. 

New Source for 
Paper Industry 

[ WASHINGTON— The fibrous resi- 
due of sugar cane' that remains 
after crushing the stalks for juice 
—known as "bagasse" can help re- 
lieve this country's v shortage of 
pulpwood for papermaking, says 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. A paper mill in Louisiana is 
now producing 20,000 to 25,000 tons 
of newsprint annually from 'whole 
bagasse. 

Use of this sugar cane residue 
as a source of pulp for other pa- 
pers is possible through a USD A 
developed process. It economically 
■ separates bagasse fibers from pith, 
giving greater strength to the fiber 
for such use as fine bleached pa- 
pers, stationery, and packaging 
materials. This "mechanochemi- 
cal" process also makes possible 
greater yields of high-quality bag- 
asse pulps at lower cost. 

As far as physical properties are 
concerned, bagasse paper, pulps 
are stronger in all but tearing re- 
sistance than softwood pulps pro- 
duced by the acid sulfite process. , 
Bagasse pulps are particularly 
suitable, Department researchers 
say, for blending with wood pulps . 
to make a wide variety of paper 
products. 
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'Florida Tennis' New 
Game for Oyer Fifty 

CHICAGO — People over 50 no 
longer have to sit on the sidelines 
and watch the youngsters play ten- 
nis. Now they can get out on the 
court with their own "take-it-easy" 
brand of tennis. 

The new variation, developed at 
the University of Florida, and 
called "Florida tennis," makes it 
possible for lovers of the sport to 
keep on with it long after aging 
hearts and' limbs wo\dd haverelev 
gated them to a spectator under 
old rules. 

Only two modifications of the 
game are needed to slow down the 
pace. The court is marked oft* half 
as wide as the usual Singles court 
and there is a rule that the baU 
must always bounce once before 
, being returned. , 

Tests run on older people play-, 
ing a regular game and a "take-it- 
easy" game showed that the modi- 
fled game raised the pulse rate 
only a few points, while the regu- 
lar game raised it 20 to 30 points. 

Big-Billed Toucan 
Is Expert Fencer 

WASHINGTON— Birds that hold 
fencing tournaments are the big- 
• billed toucans of Bar'co . Colorado 
Island, Panama Canal Zone. 

They fence with their formidable 
beaks but seem careful not to hurt 
one another. One scientist who 
studied Barro Colorado's bird life 
described the birds as follows? 
i,. "I saw fourteen toucans scat- 
tered about In a big leafless tree in 
• the center of the jungle; They ap- 
peared to be fencing. They stood 
in one spot and fenced with their 
bills for a .half minute or so, 
rested, and were at it again. Pres- 
ently they flew oft* into the forest 
and then I noticed two others 'that 
had now begun to .fence. Then one 
of these flew away and the remain- 
ing one* picked a new opponent and 
fell to fencing again . . ."

Of course, carryover will dif- 
fer gredtly from area to area, crop 
to crop, and under different grow- 
ing conditions. .

Time to Hunt— Play It Safely 

The approaching hunting season 
is planned for eagerly by th een- 
thsiaBts of this sport. Guns are pol- 
ished, supplies are checked, and 
good hunting areas explored. But 
before the season ends, man yhomes 
will be marked by accident, and 
perhaps death, becase of careless 
ness, the Educational Committee of 
the Illinois State. Medical Society 
observes in "Health Talk/* 

One type of accident occurs in the 
duck blind where the hunters stalk 
their prey. Because of careless 
seating arrangement, a companion 
wil be shot. Each hunter should 
have a front position with a clear 
unobscured view , to obviate the 
danger of accidents. 

Hunting attire is the cause of 
some accidents. ~ The color of the 
outer jacket should be such that It 
contrasts sharply with the color of 
the tree and brush foliage and that 
of lurking game. Overlooking this, 
numerous persons have been in- 
jured ,or killed because they have 
been mistakenly shot as the object 
of prey. 

A gun is a dangerous, but neces- 
sary, piece of equipment in hunting. 
Yet many persons forget the safety 
precautions. so vital to handling a 

gutnv For example, a loaded gun 
should never be carried in an auto- 
mobile. The gun should be unload- 
ed and place on the floor ' of the 
car. 

The safety device is a mechanism 
intended to' -protect the hunter from 
careles handling. It should always 
be locked whew the gun is actually 
not in play: 

Some persons walk, along with a 
finger on the trigger, forgetting that 
t stumble or a fall could result in 
the accidental discharge of a shell. 
Feet have been maimed and com- 
panions have been injured and even 
killed through this careless factor. 
Irreparable ' damage has been in- 
curred by looking into a loaded gun 
barrel. Should the gun slip out of 
the hands, or the trigger -be released 
accidentaly* severe damage would 
ensue. Climbing over a fence with 
a loaded gum is also dangerous. A 
person should first slip the gun 



under the tense, if possible, to ob- 
viate any accidental discharge. 

When walking along a narrow 
trail, the gun -should always be held 
with the barrel pointing well above 
the head. The gun should never be 
carried by the barrel or in such a 
way that it could accidentally, 
through a fall or bumping, be de- 
flected against the body, permit- 
ting the discharge of a shel. 

Another hazard of the hunting 
season is tularemia, popularly called 
rabbit fever. Ordinarily healthy 
rabbits are nimble and fleet footed. 
They jump and move quickly. 



Hunters should avoid the sluggish 
and. slow moving rabbits, for these 
can be assumed to be infected with 
narrow tularemia. And the person who ac- 
quires tuleramia is -extreme!' yslek;
